When in the fourth century that religion 
with Constantine was placed on the throne, 
the L:mperors claimed and exercised the 
right of appointing Bishops, snd after their 
examples the Sovereigns of Western Europe 
did the same. Gregory, Bishop of Tours, 
who wrote in the sixth century, informs us 
that Bishops in France had been appointed by 
the Kings from the beginning of the monar- 
chy. The Emperors of Germany for a while 
appointed even the Popes, who before had 
been clected by the Roman people. After-

To nave the real estate of the Company, 
consistuig of the coal lands which they hold, 
and such limited addiuonal quantity as they 
may be allowed w acquire, with the necessary 
and appropriate improvements for working 
the mines, exempted from the laws of succes- 
sion or inheritance, which govern the cases of 
natural persons 01 viduals. 2d. That 
the Company should be exempted from the 
ordinary laws of partnership, so far as they 
subject the estates of the several indis iduals 
who compose the Company to all the labili- 
ties of the Association. 3d. To be recogni- 
zed inlaw by a corporate name, and to be per- 
petusted, notwithstanding the demise or 
change of the members, who may atany given 
lume compose the Company. Their reasons 
lur desiring these usual exemptions and pre 
leves, are perfectly understood by every intel- 
ligent man; they contain no concealed facts 
or motives. The mere statement of the ob- 
jects desired at once discloses the reasons and 
inotives ofthem. Among them the fullowing 
tazy be stated: The members of a company 
ike this (unless they otherwise provide by 
special compact) must hold the real este o} 
the Company as natural persons, subject to 
tic ordinary laws of succession. These are 
utterly compatible with the objects, conveni- 
euce, security, and eyen certain existence of 
the Company: for, if one of the partners die, 
his undivided interest will descend by inherit- 
ace, or pass by device to his heirs, who may 
consist of numerous children, infancy, o1 
numerous collateral relations, widely spread, 
and difficult of recoyaition. The operations 
ofthe Company must, on this event, immedi- 
atcly cease, and the joint estate be sold fur di- 

in.on, or be otherwise divided between the 
survivors and the heirs of the deceased mem- 
Ler, according to the decree of a proper legal 
tribunal, perbaps after a tedious suit, involv- 
lg antricate questions of partenrship claims, 
accounts, and settlements 

Again, That portion to which the deceased 
Tacmber may have been evtitied, of the pro- 
perty of the Company which shall be deemed 
personal, will take a different courac, and thus, 
by the complication, add to the embarrass- 
ments. It will remain with the surviving 
partners for the uses of the partnership, in re- 
terence to al! past transactions. In relation to 
the personal property alse, the partiership 
ihust cease, the concerns be wound up, and 
the representatives olf the deceased, when the 
whole concecri: is closed, and not before, will 
be entitled to lis proportion of the surplus. 
During ail the period of settling and account- 
iis, the whole property will remain in the 
hands of the survivors, without any control 
on tic part of the representatives of the 
deceascd; though their interests will be sub- 
jectto We possiLle mismanagement of the 
survivors. nese are evils which few men 
will be willing to encounter, and from which 
men engaged m lawful enterprise ought to be 
relieved, unless rctief be forbidden by some 
m of public policy. Let it be 
remarked too, ciat ey will recur as often as 
one of the numerous copartuers who will com- 
pose such association shall die, which will not 
unfrequently happen. 

Some of these difficulties may indeed be 
aveided by complicated trusts, covenants, and 
ipulations ; but tuese, plain men of business 
cannot (hemselves frame, nor,without difficul- 
ty understand; and wher framed under the 
advice of the best legal abilities, they ere sub- 
yect, heverineless, to various constr&ctions, 
‘and end but tog frequently in vexatious and in- 
jurious controversies, which prudent men will 
aixiously avoid. Iut the great evil wll stillve- 
main, and there is no contrivance by mutual 
compact which can remove it—every partner, 
however small his interest, will remain liable 
to the exient of h's fortune for ail the acts of 
the Company; and, it by stipulation the con- 
cern shall be continucd after his death, his 
whole estate must remain undistrivuted, or in 
the hands of his bes and representatives it 
will ¢ 
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the public good! Yet such is one 
leading grounds on which the charter of 
Company is opposed. So incorrect is 
article of the remonstrance alluded to, that 
the essential principles of an act of incurpora- 
tion, all that this Company desires, are cnjoy- 
ed as a matter of right and of course, in many 
countries under a public and general law, by 
all those who choose to essociate together for 
any lawful business or enterprize. 

Recently, to0, a neighbouring state, New 
York, which is growing great, in soime in- 
stances at the expense of Pennsylvania, Ly its 
encouragement of enterprize, has passed a ge- 
neral law authorizing limited partnerships, 
which grants to every association, and wit! 
lew exceptions, for every purpose, all that this 
Company desires, while it has promptly grant- 
ed by a special act.of incorporation to a Coal 
Company, which will probably be used for 
the purpose efri valling the capitalists and en- 
terprising citizens of Pennsylvania, in the 
working of the coal mines of their own state, 
and iv the same neighbourhood, where the 
lands of * The Schuylkill Coal Company” he 
Under this act of incorporation, by the easiest 
and simplest contrivance, the Company of 
New York will enjoy all the advantages which 
the act of incorporation desired, will confer 
on the Schuylkill Coal Company. Yet it is 
said that the jealousy of the legislature should 
be drawn upon our own eiizeus, for thus 
striving to participate with strangers, on equal 
terms, in the enjoyment of the natural advan- 
ages of their own state, and to retain, for its 

nrichment, the fruits which strangers would 
carry away. 
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The following are the principal objections 
which have been made to the incorporation of 
the Company, some of them in remonstrances 
addressed to the legislature, and the rest in 
anonymous publications in the newspapers.
